The death was sudden and unexpected. She 
was iu the enjoyment of her usual good health 
on the eveniug previous,aud there was n'oih- 
ing to indicate that her earthly career was 
about being brought to it close.

morning she arose, and approaching'the 
window, pushed open the blinds, remarking 
to ber husband that she did riot see any per- 
sons going to market, and concluding that it 
was toceuly to draas and prepare for braal;- 
fis', she went back to bed again. 
A' short 


time after that, Mr. Fogg arose,dressed hlnu 
self, and left the room, his wife at that time 
being sound asleep. The customary time 
elapsed, wheu breakfast was announced ,and 
Mrs. 
Fogg not being in the dining room,her 


husband, sent up stairs to. fuforui .her. lhat 
breakfast wasjfea'dy. It was then discovered 
that she WAS cold in death. 


The deceased wu among, our oldest resi- 


dents, and no woman in the -city was better 
known than Mrs. Fogg. For a period of 
over thirty yean to ou r own knowledge sha! 
has been prominently connected with every 
charitable movement, and has boen con- 
stantly goin* about doing good. In the early 
history of Nashville, there was not a poverty 
stricken family but 1mj occasion to appreciate 
her kindly visitations. 
She had a heart 


overflowing with benevolence, nnd her 
enthusiasm lu behalf of the distressed, tho 
poor and the sorrow stricken 
knew no 


bounds. She dispensed charity with a libe- 
ral hand where it was needed, comforted 
the sick, poured the oil of joy upon tho 
wounded spirit, and administered words of 
comfort to the distressed. It was only on 
the night previous to her death that she was 
out on a holy mission, ami in the accom- 
p!ibhuieut of this last good act, &ho was at- 
tended by tho angels that bore ber to a home 
in Heaveu.
